gi gas in Noble alley this evening. 

Atbo’clock an alarm of fire from box 28 
st the corner of High and Main streets 
called the fire department out. The news 

that there had been a natural gas 


expiésion. The ° sharpness of the 
day bad brought to the streets 
wousasds of shoppers and promena- 


ders and the crowd rushed to the scene of 
we fre. The explosion had vccurred ina 
dwelling at the southwest corner 
of Wall and Noble alleys, at the middle of 
de rere bounded by High and Front 
end Main and Mound streets. Patrol 
Ne i was on the scene, but 
po rope was stretched, and the 
people crowded by hundreds into the narrow 
alley and pushed up close to the house where 
thecries of injured people within could be 
planly heard. Moans and shrieks mingled 
with the hoarse calis of the firemen, the 
danging ot the alarm belison the engines, 
god the murmuring of the cd. 
‘Awhisper ran through the throng that a 
Batural gas main ran @ast and west through 
Noble alley, but the people did not heed the 
Warning. The fire was almost under 
@ntrol and the alley was crowded 
th lookers-on, many of whom were 
ru ing to go home, when a terrific explosion 
ent the air. A sheet of flame burst from 
the building at the northwest corner of Noble 
god Wall alleys and a great mass of bricks, 
beams, and stone thai thirty seconds before 
bad constituted a two-story brick building 
was flying with terrific force through the 
gr. Three people were killed and thirty 
‘wounded by the explosion. 
The scene that followed was terrible. 
The people who were unhurt fied in all 
direchons, while the alley was instantly cov-

His beard was covered with blood, 
and he seemed to de in a dying 
condition. Saddest ofall, a mother stag- 
gered from the ruins holding to her heart 
the seeminglyjlifeless form of her 3-months- 
old babe.

She 
‘had gone over to she house just prior to the 
second explosion. Her face was bruised and 
she was suffering from many bruises about 
the body. She was almost completely buried 
in the débris and had to bedug out. Mrs. Corn, 
living on West Main street, was badly 


shocked, but sustained no serious in- 
juries. Elmer Gates, a young 
man, was standing opposite the 


house when the second explosion occurred, 
and was struck by a missile which broke bis 
leg. A young man named Westlander, who 
is @ resident of Granville, was severely 
bruised and shocked. Pet Merritt, a 16-year- 
old girl, was seriously burned about the 
shoulders and chest. When she reached the 
Street she was almost naked. She is the 
girl whose life was saved by turning tne 
hose on her. Dr. T. K. Wissinger was in the 
James House when he was hurt. He was at- 
tending a patient injured at the other place 
when the second explosion occurred. He 
suddenly saw the flames creeping along the 
floor of the room and immediately threw 
himself under a table and placed his hands 
over his eyes to shield them. It was the act 
of throwing himseif beneath the table that 
probably saved his life, as the table caught 
the falling timbers and protected him. The 
doctor was severely burned about the head, 
but was taken in the patrol-wagon to his 
house and superintended the bandaging of 
his bruises. 

Aaron Been, who keeps a boarding-house 
at No. 31 West Main street, was hurt badly 
about the head. Benjamin Morgan was bad- 
ly injured. He was knocked down by one of 
the hose-carts or ladder of the truck-wagon 
in the general rush for safety after the first 
explosion and then run over by the mad 
crowd. Thomas A. Doyle had both hands 
and his face severely burned, the skin being 
peeled off. They were bystanders at the 
fire. Mr. James was seriously bruised, 
and was taken to No. 205 East Rich street, 
the residence of Dr. W. F. Whitten. Mrs. 
James was taken to the same place. Theodore 
Shonting was watching the fire across the 
street when the explosion occurred. The blaze 
and the falling débris frightened the horses 
of a hose-cart, which wheeled and ran on to 
the pavement. Shonting was kna@gked over 
and ran .over, breaking both bones in one 
lég. Officer Lynsky was in the house at the 
time it feli and was badly cut and bruised. 
The fire department and a detachment of po- 
lice were working all night on the ruins and 
found one body—that of Mrs. Molette— 
crushed almost beyond the semblance of hu- 
manity.

CALEDONIANS DO NOT NEGLECT THE Dax. 


Scotchmen in broadcioth and Scotchmen in 
tartan kilt, Scotch lassies in “bran noo 
gowns,” and Scotch guidwives in go-to- 
meeting clothes filled the Auditorium last 
night. It was Robbie“ Burns’ birthday 
anniversary, or rather the eveof it, and no 
true Scot—man, woman, or child—could let 
such an occasion pass without celebrating it. 
The Highland Association of Lilinois hired 
the biggest hall in the city; well-to-do 
Scotchmen—and there are scores of them in 
Chicago—bought boxes and sat in them with 


their wives and families; middle-class 
Scotchmen and Scotchwomen  occu- 
piea the vast parquet and 
parquet circle, transforming the 


spacious hall into a sweeping upland of smil- 
ing faces; thrifty Scotchmen with an eve to 
the main chance bought every seat in the 
baicony; Scotch lads and lassies with more 
patriousm than siller“ contented them- 
selves with gallery-seats—all were happy and 
intent on a good old-style evening’s enjoy- 
ment of music, mirth, and poetry. 

While the audience settied itself and ex- 
amined the unusually lengthy program the 
orchestra played an overture from Scotch 
airs which had just sufficient of the old ring 
about it to make the pulses tingle and to 
make a Scotchman slap his chest and declare 
that a man’s a man for a’ chat.“ 

GOOD CITIZENS ANYWHERE. 

The presence of the gentlemen on the plat- 
form was evena better answer to this point. 
Every one of them was a good Scotch- 
man and good a American. There were, 
among others, Mayor Cregier, who is 
even a better Scotchman than he proved to 
be Welchman, A. F. Risser, Peter McEwen, 
Joseph Kelly, F. B. Williams, Gen. M. M. 
Trumbull, Harry Cheattie, George Stewart, 
George E. Gooch, Colin Bell, Col Sadler, E. 
J. Owenhouse, T. W. Handford, the Rev. F. 
B. Brobst, M. R. Bruce, George Bain, the 
Rev. Robert McIntyre, J. Gabriel, 
James Anderson, A. G. Hodge, John 
McLean, John McKinnon, Jonn Find- 
lay, J. Cortish, Dr. Reynolds, 
J. Hardy, J. West, L. S. Shaw, Dr. Wallis, 
the Rev. T. Smith, the Rev. W. Kettle, 
Smith MacCieary, and othere equally Scotch 
and as assurediy American. 

The orator of the evening was the Rev. 
Dr. Lommer, his theme bemg “Robert 
Burns, the Poet of -the People.” The 
subject was one evidently to tne iik- 
ing of the reverend doctor, as his elo- 
quent treatment of it was to the liking of his 
hearers. For Robert. Burns, the poor man, 
the speaker had only words of praise; for 
Robert Burns, the songster who stirred men’s 
hearts to a marvelous degree, praise became 
something warmer and dearer. But higher 
than all, Robert Burns, the teacher, the poet- 
philosopser, who spurned the trappings of a 
monarch’s court and took off his hat to a 
picture of George Washington, who taught 
men to soar above the narrow-mindedness of 
cant and in a universal brotherhood to recog- 
nize the attributes of an all-merciful 
Heaven—for such a Burns Dr. Lorimer’s 
words were eloguent almost to veneration. 
And that other si ie of the poet’s character— 
the rollicking, ne’er-do-weel, amorous coun- 
try swain—even that was shorn of its un- 
pleasantness by the kindly portrayal of the 


orator. 
THE MUSIC OF THE BARD. 


Rich as were the reverend doctor’s terms 
of praise for the Highland poet it remained 
for young Biatchford Kavanaugh to give an 
ideal rendering of one of the poet’s songs set 
to a quaint Scotch air. Arrayed in a Little 
Lord Fauntleroy costume the singer was intro- 
duced by Mayor Cregier. Before three notes 
had been sung there fell over the vast au- 
dience a silence such, as Patti in her grandest 
triumphs used to accomplish. Softly and 
sweetlweame the notes of “Cuddle Doon,” 
in music suggestive of the hillside bagpije. 
The child singer’s voice swelled until it 
filled the immense hall, and as it sank almost 
toa whisper of song the audience held its 
breath to catch the dying cadence, 
Hard-featured old Scotchmen whom 
nobody would accuse of poetic in- 
stincts sat with moistened eyelids as 
the delicious music of this phevomenally 
gifted boy fell upon their ears. It was tue 
voice of an ideal Robbie“ Burns, tuneful 
as a lark, and sweet as an angel’s whisper. 

When, in reply to a recall that was like a 
Highjand welcome, Master Kavanagh again 
appeared and sung Annie Laurie,” it looked 
for awhile as if the audience would be 
crazed with delight. Again and aj,ain the 
little fellow bowed his thanks as he stooped 
to pick up a bouquet thrown from one of the 
boxes. Later in the program he sang Ve 
Banks and Braes o’ Bonnie Doon,” appearing 
in Highiand costume. And then it really did 


, seem as if there would be no holding that 


audience in place. Not even when he re 
peated the song and sang as an encore 
“Way Down Upon the Suwanee River,” 
was the audience satistied. Throughout the 
remainder of the program, which comprised 
Scotch songs and character dancing by va- 
rious Celtic organizations, the echoes of little 
Kavanagh’s voice hung like a spell over 
the audience, and the memory of a little ap- 
puriuon iu kilts seemed like a visit from 
the sprit of Burns” poetry. 

Of the other numbers on the program the 
“Gathering of the Claus“ and danving of 
the Highland fling elicited the greatest ap- 
plause. 

CALEDONIAN CELESRATION. 

The Caledonian Society of Chicago assem- 
bled in their hall, No. 45 East Randolph 
street, last evening to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the birthday of Scotland’s fayor. 
iteson and immortal poet, Robert Burns. 
The hall was completely filied with a most 
appreciative audience. The pipers of the so- 
ciety, clad in full Highland costume, opened 
the concert and rendered many interesting 
Scotch airs. Miss Annie Bain sang the 
„Maid of Dundee in excellent style, and it 
met with great applause. Mr. Fred Duthie's 
rendering of “There Was a Lad Born in 
Kyle” was also greatly appreciated by the 
audience. Misses Binnie and Libbie Mar- 
shall danced the Highland fling. Miss Mamie 
Dunbar sang “My Nannie’s Awa,” Mme. 
Augusta Hastreiter sang Come to Me,” and 
the Hon. Thomas G. Macmillan delivered an 
address on Robert Burns,” and was loudly 
applauded.

NEW YORK IS DAZED, 


Strong Opposition to Its Ten Mill- 
ion Bill at Albany. 


THE DANGER SIGNAL IS UP. 


Ohio’s Legislature Declares Unanimous- 
ly for the Garden City. 


AGGRESSIVE ACTION NEEDED NOW. | 


Delay Still the Watchword of the Anti-Ohi- 
cazo Combine. 


WHAT CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW HAS TO SAY. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 24—[Special.|—A 
World’s Fair bill was introduced in both 
branches of the Legisiature today. It pro- 
vides for the issuance by New York City of 
$10,000,000 of bonds. The Mayor, Common- 
alty, and Aidermen are authorized under its 
provisions’ to acquire land, erect and equip 
buildings thereon for establishing an exhibi- 
tion of arts, etc., and maintain such an ex- 
hibition. A Board of Commissioners 
is clothed with full powers to 
conduct the exhibition and is to organ- 
ize as soon as possible after Congress shall 
have provided for the exhibition. The bonds 
are to run not less than ten nor more than 
thirty years. The bili met with strong oppo- 
sition from members from districts outside 
of New York, and Senator Brown, editor of 
the New York News, who held that it gave 
unprecedented powers and should be care- 
fully scrutinized before its passage was 
urged. The bill was made a special order 
tor next week in both Houses. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The Her 
ald’s Washington special says: 

The action of the New York Legislature fn re- 
fusing to pass the $10,000,000 World's Fair bill is 
asevefe disappointment to the Congressional 
friends of that measure in this city. The ag- 
gravating part of the matter is that nobody bere 
understands the motive of Messrs. Fassett and 
Hendricks in protesting against its immediate 
passuge in the Senate. The reason givenin the 
dispatches from Albany is that they regard- 
ed such action as “indecent haste,” but 
the New York politicians in Washington think 
there is something more behiad it which these 
gentlemen have not made public. Chauncey M. 
Depew and John B. Dutcher arrived in the city 
this evening, and immediately held a consulta- 
tion with Messrs. Hiscock and Belden regarding 
the matter. Mr. Depew said that the action at 
Albany today was a great surprise to him, and 
he could not in any way account for it. He 
frankly stated, however, that if the passage of 
the bill were delayed untii the middle of next 
week it would greatly retard New York's chances 
of success. 


NEW YORE DANGEROUSLY ILL. 


Unfavorable News from Albany Which Al- 
‘most Kilis the Boom utricht. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.— [Special. 
A dozen searching parties tonight can’t find 
the New York Congressional delegation. 
Nearly all the New York members went into 
hiding as soon as the news from Albany was 
received. They were never 80 sick 
in their hes before. The danger 
signal is up. Chauncey Depew, the chief 


hastiiy summoned over to W 
consult with the unskilled hands who have 
run into a ditch which they themselves dug. 
Belden is almost the only one of the New- 
Yorkers who has not lost his head. He 
tried to make Flower understand that 
the claims about the lightning speed with 
which the $10,000,000 bill would go through 
the Legislature were unfounded. But 
Flower’s head had swelled so tremendously 
‘that he thovght he was running the bound- 
less universe, and he kept assuring his allies 
that the bill would be passed without opposi- 
tion. 

In the disaster which has overtaken the 
anti-Chicago combine one fact stands out, 
and that is the venomous hatred of Chicago. 
Mr. Flower and his Tammany following are 
repeating their old ry, A World's Fair in 
New York City or none at all.” The St. 
Louis gang is dazed, but its spokes- 
men echo the same sentiment. Soon- 
er than have the Exposition at Chi- 
cago they will work not to have it at all | 
But these diatribes reflect the views of a 
minority in both branches of Congress. The 
sentiment is still strong for an international 
celebration, and despite the machinations of 
the combine Chicago is farin the lead. 

The opposition will still strive for delay. 
At the meeting of the special committee 
tomorrow the New-Yorkers will undlush- 
ingly ask for more time in order that the 
accident at Albany may be mended, and, as 
the combine has a majority in the com- 
mittee, more time will probably be granted. 
Chairman Candler, who talks for Chicago 
and votes against it, may possibly get a little 
more light on the subject, but it is safest to 
count him with the combine. Whatever the 
committee does it is probable that tne Chica- 
go members will insist on taking the matter 
before the House next week. 

The action of the Ohio Legislature in in- 
dorsing Chicago has had wide circulation to- 
night and has strengtnened tne Chicago case 
materially. The resolution puts Senator John 
Sherman in a bad position, as he is for any 
place rather than Chicago. But the fight at 
present is in the House, which is quick to feel 
public sentiment. The indorsement given 
Chicago as against New York by the West 
Virginia Legislature bas also had a good 
effect. Senator Faulkner’s frantic efforts to 
prevent this action shows how desperate the 
situation is for the members of the anti- 
Chicago combine. Aggressive action all 
along the line 1s what is now called for. 

Chauncey M. Depew soon after his arrival 
was closeted with Senator Hiscock and Rep- 
resentative Belden in reference to the action 
of the New York Legislature on the Ten 
Million bill. Mr. Depew says he was 
surprised at the news from Albany but 
supposes the delay will be only temporary; 
perhaps they want to have the bill printed or 
something of that kind. He has no doubt 
that it will turn out all right, but whatever is 
done must be done quickly. Delay for a week 
would probably be fatal to New York’s 
chances. 

Beiden was looking glum and disinclined 
to tulk, but remarked that perhaps the op- 
position wanted to getsome of their names 
in the bill as corporators. He also remarked 
significantly that they would not have done 
the way they have unless somebody was be- 
hind pulling the string. The “somebody” 
he referred to- was understood to be Tom 
Platt. 

Hiscock denies that he hed anything to do 
with the disaster at Albany, and both he and 
Belden have telegraphed advising their 
friends at Albany that prompt acuon is of 
the utmost importance to New York inter- 
ests in the contest going on at Washington.

In explanation of the shooting Pratt said 
he haa recently been sent to Japan by Brom- 
well, and upon returning one week ago re- 
ceived from his wifeaconfession that she 
had been seduced by Bromwell. He after- 
wards obtained evidence confirming this. 
Prior to the shooting Pratt and Bromwell 
were alone in the private office of the latter 
for a quarter of an hour, during which Pratt 
says he charged Bromwell with the crime 
and then shot. Both men widely known 
in business and social circles. 

Pratt was married twenty years ago to 
Miss Bertha C. Hull. He came here from 
Chicago several years ago, and for a time 
was Secretary uf the Utah Mining company.

Throughout 
the recital she evinced her gladness that she 
had broken all past records, but at no time 
did she forget her modesty so far as to claim 
personal credit for what sbe had done. 

What dia Miss Bly’s trip cost? Her per- 
sonal expenses fell a trifle under $500. Her 
transportation up to the time she reached 
Mojave, Cal., footed up $1,500. From Oak- 
land to Mojave she traveled over the South- 
ern Pacific on a regular train. But at Mo- 
jave she took her special over the Santa Fé 
system. To have chartered for an ordinary 
trip to Chicago a Pullman coach and en- 
gine would have cost about $500. But owing 
to the unprecedentedly fast time she wanted 
to make, the consequent risk of accident the 
road ran, and the necessity of sidetracking 
all its other trains for her passage, the Santa 
Fé char her $1 a mile for her 
special. One dollar is a small sum. But 
it may be multiplied until it becomes a 
large one. Multiply it by 2,190—the number 
of miles she traveled from Mojave to Chicago 
—and you have what Miss Bly’s special 
across the continent cost, $2,190. Her ride 
through America thus cost ber more than the 
total of ali her other expenditures. And by 
the time she reaches New York the grand 
total will be close to $5,000. 

Wen Miss Bly reaches New York she will 
be two days ahead of the time in which she 
was to have made the trip. 


FOR NELLIE BLY’S HOMECOMING. 


A Royal Welcome to Be Given Her in New 
York—Along the Route. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special. ]—Nellie Bly 
will have completed her flying trip around 
the world at 3:52 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
if the Pennsylvania railroad train on which 
she isa passenger ison time. The moment 
her feet touch the depot platform in Jersey 
City all New York will know it. Ten guns 
will boom a welcome from Battery Park, 
and, at that same instant, ten guns Will roar 
asalute from Fort Greene Park, Brooklyn. 
The timers will stop their watches, and for 
the first time in the history of the world 
there will be recorded the circumnavigation 
ot the earth by a woman without guide, 
escort, or attendant. 

Tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock a special 
train will go to Philadelphia carrying a wel- 
coming party. This will consist of Deiancy 
Nicoll, Clark Bell, James D. Metcalfe of 
Lie, James B. Townsend, Allan For- 
man, editor of the Journalist. E. B. Harper 
of the Mutual Reserve Life Association, 
John P. Jackson, John H. Watson, J. J. Wal- 
ton, Charies J. Smith, First Vice-President 
New York Press Ciub, Baron C. de Grimm, 
President of the German Press Club; Mrs. 
Cora Linn Daniels, and Miss Bly's mother. 
Judge Leicester Holm will go as the repre- 
sentative of Mayor Grant and present her an 
address. 

Tue regular east-bound train, on which 
Miss Bly is a passenger, is due in Philadel- 
phia at 1:25 p. m. and starts for New York at 
1:40. The run to Jersey City will be 
made according to regular schedule, 
and when the train reaches its 
destination Mayor Orestes Cleveland 
will receive the young circumnavigator in a 
brief address of welcome, Then while the 
big guns are roaring Miss Bly will be es- 
corted to a Carriage, and, crossing the river, 
will be driven to the World office. 

Nothing has been heard yet from the 
Botunia, on which Miss Bislanu, who started 
around the world nine hours later than Miss 
Bly, is making her homeward trip. The siow- 
going Bothnia is not due, according to her 
own record, before Monday night, and as sbe 
is supposed to be riding in the teeth of a 
mighty gale she 1s not expécted even then. 
Miss Bly will beat Miss Bisland several days. 

CoLumBus, O., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Neilie 
Bly arrived here at 8:10 on time. Theré was 
a crowd at the depot and the usual demon- 
strations. The employés of the Pennsylvania 
railroad presented Miss Bly with an elegant 
basket of flowers and a box of candy as a 
token of her bravery and pluck. 

LoGaNsport, Ind., Jan. 24.—[Snecial.]— 
Nellie Bly, the New York World correspond- 
ent, passed through this city this afternoon 
en route to New York. Miss Bly was greet- 
ed at the railway station by a large number 
of citizens. 


WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN, 


Canadian Pacific People Say They Could 
Have Shortened the Present Time. 

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 24.— [Special. ]— 
Quite an interest is being manifested here in 
railway circles over the home-coming of Miss 
Nellie Bly--not so much on account of her 
success or non-success, but on the time made 
by the steamer Oceanic and on the overland 
trip. It is hoped that when the proprietor of 
the New York World again makes his ar- 
rangements for a spin round the world he 
will select the Canadian route, as the Par- 
thia made the run from Yokohama to Van- 
couver in thirteen days, while the Oceanic 
which carried Neilie Bly occupied fifteen 
days in reaching San Francisco. The Par- 
thia’s passengers, who were forwarded by 
the Canadian Pacific railway, arrived in 
Montreal and New York without experien- 
cing a single one of those 1 snow- 
banks which forced the World representa- 
tive to give up the idea of reaching her desti- 
nation over the Central Pacific and come 
home by the southern route. Had Miss Bly 
made her arrangements to come home by the 
northern route she would have saved two 
days on the ocean and a day on land. If, 
however, the race is again attempted when 
the Canadian Pacific have their new boats 
on the route between Yokohama and Van- 
couver the present record can be beaten by 
at least five days.

Presently it came steaming into the Amiens 
station. Jules Verne and his wife stepped 
bastily forward. Miss Nellie Bly alighted 
and the next minute was smilingly shaking 
hands with the gray-haired‘novelist and re- 
ceiving a kiss on either cheek, according to 
the French custom from Mme. Verne. The 
latter was delighted with Miss Bly’s appear- 
ance and kept on repeating:

A dispatch from Delta, on the Ore- 
gon & California road, reports that a snow- 
storm is prevailing in the Suskyon Mount- 
ains and several landslides have occurred 
which will keep the road closed for several 
days yet.

Woman's Christian temperance work in this 
country has been a providential agency for the 
abolition of the drinking usages of societies and 
the tinal extinction of the liquor traffic. It ap- 
pealed to the heartsof American womanhood 
and wasjustified by its pledged protection to 
American homes. No movement of the century 
promised more for Christrian civilization. For ten 
vears this organized work justified the hope ana 
fuifillea the promises. Since that time duzziing 
political theories, mistaken ideas of individual 
and organization rights, through misguided zeal 
and a consciousness of power, have brought the 
confusion of partisan alliance and the disasters 
of party limitations. Defegts in organization 
work—the result of the same conditions which 
produced the party alliance—have brought other 
complications. 

NON-PARTISAN DECLARATION. 

We fully and freely recognize the right of 
every member of this organization to his own in- 
dividual religious and political opinions and 
preferences, and their exercise according to the 
dictates of individual conscience, and declare 
that no majority in such orgagpization should 
ever in any manner interfere with these individ- 
ual rights. 

We gladly recoguſze the fact that the non- 
partisan principles of Christian temperance 
work are rapidly gaining adherent» throughout 
the Nation. We want all the strength of a 
united Christian womanhood to de brought 
ugainst the combined power of the liquort c. 

We cordially invite the aid of. ali State and 
local organizations under our broad banner of 
political freedom, where every woman—what- 
ever her party preferences or individual party 
work—may unite with us in efforts against the 
common enemy of the home, the State, and the 
Nation. 

We recognize, believe in, and are individually 
related to many moral and political reforms of 
the age which are the outgrowth of the Gospel of 
Christ. These reforms are directly, indi- 
rectly, or remotely related to the tem- 
perance reform, and their success will 
hasten the triumph of the principies to 
which we are devoted. Nevertheless we believe 
that our work in this National organization will 
be more effective if wholly free from any alliance 
with those movements upon which our members 
widely differ in opinion, 

We declare the fundamental importance and 
greatest need of the temperance reform to be 
the broader education of the individual mind and 
conscience in the religious, scientitic, and eco- 
nomic truths relating to the effecis of alcohol, in 
order to secure the ultimate triumph of this re- 
form in the overthrow of the drinking habits and 
customs of the country and the legal protection 
of the home ana redeniption from the ravages of 
the liquor traffic. 

We urge the careful preparation of non-parti- 
san literature and the prompt distribution of the 
same, We.recommend the publications of the 
National Temperance Society, No. 58 Reade 
street, New York City. 

CLOSING THE SESSION.

To endeavor to establish differential rates 
on Northwest business from the seaboard 
for the coming season that will be equaily 
satisfactory to lake and rail companies was 
the purpese of today’s meeting. All the 
Northwestern roads were not represented at 
the meetitv, and after a long discussion it 
was agreed to arbitrate seaboard rates to tne 
Northwest.

Local rates for money were 608 per cent, 
but the commercial demand is siackening. 
Securities were quiet and firm. New York 
exchange rose to 25 cents premium. Posted 
rates for sterling were advanced. Wall street 
stocks continued strong.—The Chicago prod- 
uce markets were much jess active and 
averaged easier for want of the demand that 
nad been experienced the previous day, but 
wheat again met with sturdy baying on rest- 
ing orders at 80 cents for May. As compared 
with Thursday pork closed 7}¢ cents lower, 
lard and ribs 5 cents lower, wheat }¢ cent 
lower. corn cent lower, oats cent lower 
for th mouth, rye steady, bariey and flax- 
seeds unchanged. 


Ir has recently been estimated that the 
wealth of the people of the United States at 
the present time is not far from $60,000,000, 000, 
against $43,000,000,000 in 1880. That is an 
average of nearly $070 per head, as compared 
with $860 at the time of tlie last decennial 
census. The New York Bulletin thinks this 
estimate errs on the side of safety. The in- 
surance record indicates a greater increase. 
The addition of new buildings, with we new 
farms and improved lands, aud the new rail- 
roads, mines, and manufacturing establish- 
ments, must have exceeded $18,000,000,000, if 
the estimate of the Census Bureau for ten 
years ago was correct. The railroad property 
alone has increased about $5,000,000,000. The 
new farms may perhaps be counted at half as 
much more, ahd the increase in tne value of 
old farms by the vast extension of railroad 
facilities must be considerabie in despite of 
cheap crops. The value of otber real estate 
has also been much enhanced, particularly in 
the villages of the West and South. A com- 
parison of these facts seems to warrant the 
supposition, which is supportea by the in- 
surance returns, that the entire gain in 
wealth during the decade has been fully 45 
per cent. It is believed that tne assessed 
valuations, in the cities at least, have in- 
creased nearly as much as that, and if so 
actual values must have grown considerably 
more, altheügh Illinois is a glaring excepuon 
on account of the constant tendency to lower 
and lower undervaluations. 

It cannot be regarded as unfair to hint that 
the census and all other estimates of wealth 
in the aggregate are liable to error and open 
to measurable distrust. But it may also be 
found practicabie to utilize the more accurate 
information that will be gathered for the 
forthcoming - census, in arriving at a toler- 
ably close statement of the annual produc- 
tion, from which the estimates of wealth 
may be corrected. 


Tur Toronto Mail denies the soft impeach- 
ment of the Tory Toronto Hmpire that one of 
its staff went to Washington and gave infor- 
mation before the Senate Committee on Ca- 
nadian Relations calculated to induce it to 
report against unrestricted trade with Can- 
ada upon the ground that it will not be long 
before she will be seeking for admission to 
the American Union.

AN ill-informed Democratic paper talks of 
„the imperishable glory of the heroic Demo- 
„rats who during the War of 1812 vindi- 
“cated the Nauonal honor.” This is an odd 
blending of irreconcilable things. What do 
such Democrats as that print Know or care 
for “National honor“ They, wedded to 
their State-supremacy doctrines, think only 
of the honor of a “sovereign State.” The 
Nation in their eyes is of no account. They 
are solicitous about the honor of Virginia, 


or Delaware, or Florida, or any other State, 


but they cannot see that the Nation should 
have any honor. Had that party thought 
otherwise fifteen Democratic States would 
not have tried to destroy the Nation and 
hundreds of thousands of Northern Demo- 
cratic sympathizers would not have looked 
on approvingly while they wére trying to do 
it. It there were any “heroic Democrats 
on hand during the War of 1812 they must 
have been the men who cut and run at 
Biadensburg. They certainly were not the 
Kentuckians and Tennesseeans who were 
with the Federalist Jackson at New Orleans, 
for they were Nationalists. The men from 
the Watauga and the Holston were the an- 
cestors of the gallant East Tennesseeans 
who stood by the Union in 1861, and the Ken- 
tucky riflemen of 1812 had worthy descend- 
ants in the men who enlisted under Rousseau 
and Nelson. Devotion to Nawonal honor 18 
to be found only among Washington Feaeral- 
ists and Lincoin Republicans—it is unknown 
to State-supremacy Democrats. 


NEW YORK BEGGING FOR TIME. 

The game-cock of the West has fairly 
thrashed the big dunghili bird of the East, 
though the latter had the aid of two ban- 
tams that fluttered around in the outskirts 
of we fight and pecked at the victor. The 
Heuse of Representatives has practically de- 
cided, after both New York and Chicago ap- 
peared before it with a guarantee fund of 
five millions, that the latter ought ou the 
merits of the case to have the Fair, and the 
voice of the country has already ratified that 
decision. It has said that the Exposition to 
be National must be held not at the gateway 
of the Republic, not at the place where emi- 
grants are received and surpluses of wheat 
and pork exported, but in the heart of the 
United States, on the shores of the unsalted 
seas, so that those who visit the Fair may 
see the interior of the country and not be 
restricted to a view of a seaport merely. 

These guarantee funds are but evidences 
that the cities which have raised them wish 
the Fair and will labor earnestly to make it 
a success. Those funds are but the money 
which they put up to have permission to 
enter in the race. It is for Congress to de- 
cidg whiob site is fittest for the holding of 
an International Exposition. That has been 
practically settled in favor of Chicago. But 
New York asks Congress to do nothing until 
it can get through its Legislature a bill au- 
thorizing it to blanket-mortgage the place 
and sell ten miliion dollars’ worth of bonds 
to be used for Fair purposes in addition to 
its five millions of subscriptions. Its repre- 
sentatives at Washington are fighting for 
delay so that Mr. Depew and Mayor Grart 
may get their bill through and can hold out 
this glittering bribe to Congress, and with it 
buy the site, arguing that if they get it New 
York will ask Congress for no money help. 

But what has this additional ten millions to 
do with the merits of the case? How does it 
add to the availability or fitness of New 
York, or lessen the superiority of Chicago! 
Suppose that in a sudden freak of reckless- 
ness Galveston or Charleston should ask for 
the Fair and offer twenty millions. Would 
that justify Congress in granting the re- 
quest? These ten millions of bonds wiil not 
make New York more central tor Americans 
than it now is. They will not provide it with 
a better site than its cramiped, rocky one, or 
increase its limited facilities for carrying 
people baca and forth within that city, or 
enlarge ite hotel accommodations, or cheapen 
their high charges, or make it more attractive 
to foreigners to swelter there in the dog days. 
If it is given the Fair on the strength of 
these bonds the world will simply say that 
the American Congress is a queer sort of a 
boay which is bought by ten millions of loca) 
bonds to give the Fair to a place which is 
confeSsedly unsuited for it and could not get 
it except by buying it. 

If the Exposition which is to celebrate the 
discovery ot America and the progress of 
this Republic is to be a National one, in 
which the whole United States is to take 
part and to feel pride, and to make it a suc- 
cess is willing to spend money liberally, then 
itis the duty of Congress to select the best 
site for the Nation. The size of a forced 
guarantee fund cuts nofigure. If Congress, 
on the other hand, feels only a languid in- 
terest in the matter, does not care whether 

the Exposition is a success or a failure, or 
where it is held, ana does not propose to put 
up any money to make it a grand success, 
then it is only natural that it should sell the 
empty honor to that city which will bid the 
most money for it. That place of course will 
be New York, for the only way it knows of 
getting anything, from a Senatorshipin Obio 
to a National Fair, is by a bribe. 

Mr. Depew, Mr. Flower, Mayor Grant, and 
the other New-Yorkers seem to have made 
up their minds that Congress can be induced 
to give the Fair not to that city which will 
accommodate the exhibiters and visitors 
best, and take best care of them and make 
them most comfortable, and fetch, entertain, 
and return them cheapest, and best prese: ve 
their health in summer by its fresh, cool, in- 
vigorating air—all of which means Chicago 
but to the city which will pay the most for 
it, which they know to be New York. That 
isnot what the People want. They would 
enormously rather puy ten millions out of 
weir overfiowing Treasury than have the 
Fair go to so unfit a place as New York, and 
they would be pleased if their representa- 
tives took the same view of it. They think 
it should be a National and not a local sea- 
port celebration; that ft should rather be at 
Chicago, even if it cost the Nationa! Govern- 
ment something, than at New York, even if 
it did not take a cent out of the Treasury. 


THE UNWISDOM OF THE FATHERS ABOUT 
OFFICE-GETTING. 

Soon after the adoption of the Coustitu- 
tion there was a friendly correspondence 
between John Adams and Roger Sherman of 
Connecticut, who bad been one of the mem- 
bers of the convention, as to the advisability 
of giving to the Senate a negative on Presi- 
dential nominations. Mr. Adams thought 
there should be no restriction on the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Sherman stood up for the work 
of the convention. The arguments of these 
two able men show how littie they were able 
to forecast the future. Says Mr. Adams:

SENATOR INGALLS’ RACE ISSUE SPEECH. 

Senator Ingalis has made a brilliant and 
taking speech, as he always does whatever 
the occasion, on the Butler bill providing for 
the deportation of negroes from the South, 
but brilliant as it is it must be in the nature 
ofa disappointment to one who searches 
through it for the remedy which the Senator 
would apply to the evil which forms the bur- 
den of his speech. The introduction of the 
speech hardly supports the peroration. It 
sets forth with clearness a race condition 
which hopelessly antagonizes every sugges- 
tion he can offer for the solution of the prob- 
lem of having the negro votes counted and 
given effect. He thus defines the difficulty 
which stands in the way: ; 


This is not the time, nor is it the occasion, to 
consider the profoundly interesting question of 
the unity of races. It is sufficient to say that 
either by instinct or design the Caucasian race 
at every step ofits progress from barbarism t9 


enlightenment has refused to mingle its blood or: 


to assimilate with the two other great human 
families (the Mongolian and the African), and 
has persistently rejected adulteration. 


In these few words is contained the very 
despair of the race problem and of local rule 
where the negroes constitute the majority, 
The Southern whites will concede justice 
and civil and political rights, as Senator In- 
galis says, whenever the blacks are ready to 
vote for white Democrats. But the blacks 
are not willing to vote against men of their 
own race and for white Democrats where 
they are in the majority. The whole trouble 
is political and about cffices. The negroes 
say if they are free and have political rights 
ana are in the majority then they have the 
right to vote black men into office and to 
have. cheir vote fairly counted, and install 
them in power to rule the rest of the com- 
munity. At this point the whites protest 
and the protest is based upon the sentiment 
which Mr. Ingalls has so clearly stated— 
namely: the refusal of proud men of Cau- 
casian blood to be ruled over by men of the 
African race. They will concede up to the 
point of negro rule, and there they draw the 
line; and Senator Ingalis admits it, and even 
goes further by showing that the whites 
pever have and never will. 

From this point of view, and it is the vital 
one, his speech does not hang well together. 

The weak point in the speecnis the Sen- 
ator’s failure to suggest any method for over- 
coming this inborn and invincible race feel- 
ing of superiority over all other races—any 
remedy which will serye to change their 
nature and the course of action which has 
marked every step of its progress from 
‘barbarism to enlightenment.” After mak- 
ing all the allowances possible for the hu- 
manizing, liberalizing influences of educa- 
tion and Christianity, when it comes to the 
crucial point of race domination what will 
induce the “ proud Cgucasians to submit to 
negro rule? Senator Ingalls says try 
justice,“ but when justice involves going 
beyond the Caucasian caste limitawons which 
the Senator himself sets up the whites will 
not submit to black dominawon in the South. 
It is well enough to appeal to the sense of 
justice, but the South says: Do you want 
“us to submit to negrorule in our local af 
“fairs! If you do then it is useless for you 
„to make that appeal.“ Why they will not 
submit Senator Ingalls himself has stated in 
the opeaing of his speech. 

Such is the nature of this tough probiem, 
and Senator Ingalls goes no farther than to 
explain the cause of the trouble—namely: 
pride of the white race. The Southerners 
are ready to form a political partnership 
with the negro, but they demand the con- 
trolling and dominating interest in every 
Southern State, county, and city. They 
have a saying down there that where two 
men ride ohe mule one must ride behind, 


and that the white man will not; that the 


black must ride behind or walk.” 

He will be a genius indeed who can solve 
this problem and show how white men can 
be ruled by black men in their local govern- 
ment; but if Senator Ingalls cannot pene- 
trate to the core of the mystery, and pluck 
it out, who can, for he isa radical of the 
radicals? The President long ago confessed 
his inability to do it. It has been frequently 
pointed out that the race probiem could easily 
be solved if the blacks would agree always 
to vote for white Democrats and never de- 
mand offices tor themseives. But this they 
will never do where they are in the 
majority. They will insist on having 
the offices and ruling the white race, 
and the proud whites will never submit to 
black domination or allow them fo vote ne- 
groes into office, and thus we go round in 
this hopeless circle. Time has had no effect 
upon it. It has lasted from the savage dawn 
of the white race to the present time. Civil 
ization has bad no effect. Religion has been 
powerless to change it. Education has done 


nothing to reconcile it. It is the same in ali 


climes—in the West Indies, in Brazil, in 
South Africa, in Egypt. Everywhere the 
Caucasian race insisis on domination, and 
where the whites cannot they get out of the 
country, as they got out of Hayti. 

The negro under the Constitution has the 
right to vote, to have his vote counted, to 
vote for black men for office if he pleases, 
but how are the blacks to rule in the South 
if the haughty Caucasian race will not sub- 
mit to negro rute That Senator Ingalls has 
not auswered nor even tried to, and wh 
can?

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THE PACKERS WILL PLEASE TAKE NOTICE, 

The packers have been invited to be pres- 
ent at the Mayor’s office this afternoon to 
discuss the question of cleaning the South 
Fork and Thirty-ninth street slip and keep- 
ing them clean.

must come out of the profits of the packers. 

Hitherto this offal has rotted and stunk 
in the South Fork 4ill spring floods have car- 
ried it into the lake to poison the drinking 
water of the people of Chicago. Winter 
cholera and more serious ailments which 
have sent many to their graves have fol- 
lowed this pollution. For a long time these 
epidemics were charged to Providence,” 
but it has been discovered that the contents 
‘of the South Fork were to blame, not Prov- 
idence,” which has enough to answer for 
without this. 

None of this stuff hasever goneinto the 
canal or the Illinois River, and none of it 
ever should. It would be an offense on the 
part of the city were it to attempt an ything 
ot the kind, It intends to stop the poisoning 
of Chicagoans, but not at the expense of the 
people of Joliet and other river towns. They 
may rest assured on that point. 

What Chicago means to do now that it has 
unguestioned authority is to prevent this 
stuff going into the river or any of its 
branches. It has no business there. It is 
not sewage but offal, and must be cared for 
on the premises where it originates. If the 
man in charge of an establishment says he 
cannot do that and must dump his offal into 
a water course, then he should be summa- 
rily shut up. But there is no fear that mat- 
ters will come to that,extreme. The gas 
companies which had been polluting the 
South Branch are constructing settling 
basins which intercept their waste matter. 
The packers can do the same. 


CONCENTRATED CONTROL OVER RAILROAD 
TRAFFIC, 

Not long after the adoption of the Inter- 
State act several distinguished lawyers in 
the permanent employ of railroad corpora- 
tions suddenly divested themselves of all 
hostility to National’ regulation of railroad 
traffic and began to argue that such author- 
ity should extend to roads wholly inside a 
State as well as to those running from one 
State to another. The Inter-State Commis- 
sion takes up the same question in its recent 
report and discusses at some length difficul- 
ties which it has encountered owing to lack 
of harmony between the Inter-State act and 
the legislation of the States. The commis- 
sion, while making no recommendation, 
seems to incline to the opinion of the legal 
advisers of several great iater-State lines to 
the effect that no efficient regulation of traf- 
fic between States can be enforced uuless a 
good part, at least, of the business wholly in- 
side singie States is brought under the same 
control. 

The commission says that three of the 
largest railroad systems of the country, 
when called upon by the commission to make 
an exhibit of the passes issued by them, de- 
clined to do so on the ground that they were 
limited in their operation to the bounds of a 
single State and therefore the commission 
could tuke no cognizance of them.” Even 
roads which have inter-State lines issue 
passes good within a single State, and, as 
has recently been shown in Chicago, many 
State Judges accept these favors and ride 
free. The result is a practical violation of 
the Inter-State act. When a Chicago Judge 
on his way to Omaha. rides on a pass to tne 
Mississippi River and pays his fare the re- 
mainder of the distance the trip costs him 
about half what it would an ordinary citizen, 
and unjust discrimination between persons 
is practiced to chat extent. If an inter-State 
railroad can grant passes inside a single 
State it may allow rebates also and thus con- 
tinue some of the worst forms of favoritism 
which the Inter-State act was intended to 
prevent. Moreover, inter-State rates are in 
many cases necessarily governed by charges 
made inside a single State, and if the latter 
can be manipulated without regard to the 
effect on the execution of the Federal law 
that act can be practically nullified in num- 
berless cases. a 

The great four-track New York Central, 
the most powertul railroad in the country, 
and which carries an immense amount of 
inter-Staté and transcontinental freight, is 
located entirely inside the State of New 
York, and according to the claim set up it 
can issue passes and grant rebates without 
regard to the Inter-State act. Several other 
railréads which do a great inter-State busi- 
ness have their lines inside single States, If 
they can issue passes and grant rebates to 
attract business it can only be a hardship to 
hold competing lines which run from one 
State to another to strict obedience to the 
law. The latter will be sure to justify eva. 
sions of the law on the ground that their 
competitors are privileged to use passes and 
rebates in bidding for traffic. 

There are strong reasons why Congress 
should regulate all roads engaged in inter- 
State traffic and should punish evasions or 
violations of the Federal law even when 
made by a road inside a single State or in re- 
spect to hauls which do not cross State lines. 
But if Congress assumes such authority it 
must be taken away from the States and a 
tremendous power of regulation must be con- 
centrated in a commission at Washington 
holding by appointment and not subject to 
control by the people. Doubtless tne rail- 
roads would rather deal with Congress and a 
single commission at Washington than with 
the Legislatures and railroad boards of all 
the States. The readjustment of the law to 
meet the difficulties encountered by the com- 
mission presents some grave questions not to 
be acted upon without thorough considera- 
tion.

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EDUCATION IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

* Public interest will always attach to the 
annual reports of the State Board of Educa- 
tion of Massachusetts, the parent of the pub- 
lic-school system. From the ‘fifty-third re- 
port, which has just been made public, it ap- 
pears that the number of persons of school 
age in the State is 367,785, and that the num- 
ber of all ages in the schools during the year 
was 563,166, an increase for the year of 5,000, 
There are six normal schools, with an attend- 
ance of 1.32 pupils, the largest number for 
any year in the history of these institutions, 
The number of private schools is 306, with 
87,620 pupils, an increase for the year of 
7,000. There are 236 high schools in the State, 
an increase of six for the year; and 240 
evening schools have been maintained dur- 
ing the year, with 12,598 pupils. 

The most interesting feature of the report 
is its discussion of the parochial-schoo! ques- 
tion, which has been the uppermost issue in 
the educational circles of that State fur some 
time past.’ The statistics of the report show 
that the ratio of increase in private schools 
is considerably larger than the ratio of m- 
crease in the public schools. In meeting this 
issue, which is freely deprecated, the board 
has shown excellent good sense in declaring 
against any policy of restrictive legislation, 
as some huve proposed, and placing its 
recommendations upon the following basis: 


Taking this sentiment as the étandard of 


its action the board deprecates any partisan 
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themselves and the progressive enrichment 
of their courses of study, shrewdly and cor- 
rectly arguing that by following such a pol- 
icy as this private enterprise cannot long 
compete with the power and resources of the 
State. Competition of this kind will meet 
the parochial schools on their own ground 
and at the same time will render it impossi- 
ble for the sectarians to complain of unjust 
discrimination or of unfair antagonism, for 
inasmuch as the interests of the State de- 
pend in large part upon the efficiency of the 
publicschool system and not upon the 


parochial system, whose outcome is princi- 


pally rehgious, it is of the highest impor- 
tance that the youth of the State should be 
educated in the schools which the State pro- 
vides, The State therefore is justified in 
any policy which will enhance their efficien- 
cy and attract pupils. In such a contest, 
fought out in a community where education- 
al resources are of the highest standard, 
there can be but little doubt what the result 
Will be.

The London Financial Times warns English 
investors against depositing money with 
American mortgage companies which have 
loaned money on farm lands in Kansas, aud 
advises them to be cautious in regard to the 
rest.

artificial irrigation, yet enormous sums have 
been loaned on this desert land.

The latter portions of this allegation are 
true, Dut the charge as a whole is too sweep- 
ing, though it has the apology of being an 
echo of articles which have appeared in some 
papers in the Eastern States. The business 
of lending money for others on farm mort- 
gages has bert enlarged within the last 
two or three years. Anxiety on the part of 
the smaller class of capitalists to invest in 
**securities”’ that pay a better rate of interest 
than can be obtained frow stocks and bonds 
hes encouraged the formation of companies 
and the opening upof agencies by men who 
did not understand the business and some of 
whom were none too scrupulous in regard to 
the safety of the funds committed to thei? 
charge. They took loans on lands in the 
uncertainly watered portions of Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Dakota, and a few of them 
even acted as agents of the borrowers, ac- 
cepting from them a commission of 2 per cent 
which made it to their interest to lend more 
than the security was worth. The fallure 
ofacouple of these concerns and the con- 
fessed inability of afew others to collect 
either interest or principal seem to have 
been widely accepted as a valid reason for 
condemning the whole business, which is 
about as foolish as it would be to call bank- 
ing a wholesale fraud on the community be- 
cause anumber of wildcat concerns were 
forced to the wall in past years, and a few 
managed by honorable men have failed to 
pass successfully through a commercial 
crisis. 

There is no reason per se why the lending 
of money on farms should not be honestly 
and prudently conducted to the benefit of 
the borrower and without greater risk to the 


vestment. Undoubtedly the security is good, 
if not rated attoo high a figure, especially 
avoiding the marking up of nominal values 
in cases of land boom such as have been ex- 
perienced in several parts of the West. 
Large amounts have been so loaned during 
several years past for men in this city, and 
they have had little cause for complain: if 
Willing to wait sometimes for payment by a 
debtor who belongs to a class that has 
not been educated up to the prompt 
ness required of those who borrow on 
time paper in the cities. The fail- 
ures referred to are without apology, 
but the same can be said of losses incurred 
by investments in other directions, some of 
which were on a colossal scale. The fact is, 
the collapses have been talked about by the 
Eastern press not because they compare un- 
favorably with the results of operating in 
trusts and vanishing railroad properties but 
for the reason that the latter are recently 
avoided to some extent, and itis deemed ad- 
visable to decry the rapid centralization of 
the actual money of the country in the West. 
It is open to suspicion that the idea of West- 
ern mortgages is being fought systematically 
and persistently in Atlantic fluantial centers, 
not from any wish to protect the objects of 
advice, but simply in the hope of lessening 
the current flow of funds out of the mael- 
strom of Wall street.

COMPLETING THE PACIFIC RAILROAD 
SWINDLE, 

It is announced that a bill covering the de- 
mands of the Pacific railroad ring and 
‘““which bas been accepted by the officers of 
the Union Pacific as entirely agreeable to 
them will be introduced in the Senate in a 
few days and pushed vigorously. And it is 

‘reported that. Senators Davis and Frye will 
oppose any delay and persistently urge the 
bill until it becomes a law. 

The scheme for extending the debt of the 
Union Pacitic fifty years at 3 per cent interest 
has been before the people for several years, 
and has been the subject of so many investi- 
gataons, reports, and discussions that voters 
are now supposed to be “familiar with its 
face” and ready to accept a compromise 
with rajiroad robbers which if suddenly pro- 
posed and pushed would excite general pubiic 
indignation. When the plan for extending 
the Pacitic rajlroad debts at half rates of in- 
terest and from periods of from fifty years 
to over a century was first outlined it was 
thought too absurd for consideration and 
that even a respectable minority in Congress 
would never vote for it. Yet after aiscus- 
sion in one Coneress after another and re- 
ports and recommendations by commissions 
and Congressional committees it is now 
thought the people are familiarized with the 
bill embodying the Pacific railroad scheme of 
plunder and it can take precedence of other 
legislation and be quickly crowded through 
Congress. Limiting themseives for several 
years to desultory discussion and agitation 
the Pacific railroad ring is now ready for 
quick work. 

Attornoy-General Leese of Nebraska thinks 
it worth while even at this late day to make 
one more protest against the completion of 
the Pacific railroad swindle, and he calls at- 
tention to several important matters which 
had been overlooked, which were printed in 
this paper yesterday. Oneof the arguments 
used to favor the compromise with the Pa- 
cific roads and the extension of their debts 

- Was that in consideration of such action the 
Government could secure alien on the branch 
lines of the systems and thus largely‘increase 
the value of its security.

DISCUSSING THE SPCLALIsT BILL. 


German Badicals Annoyed by Bismarck’s 
Arrival at Berlin— Work of the Reichstag. 
[New-York Mau and Express Cabte.} 

Bertin, Jan. 4.—Prince Bismarck’s arriv- 
al in this city is very unwelcome news to 
the Radicals, who are trying their best to 
keep the expulsion clause out of the Socialist 
bill. Atthe second reading of the bili yes- 
terday in the Reichstag Mey accepted * 
clauses dealing with the suppression of 
periodicals .and associations, but they suc- 
ceeded in getting the House to reject the 
clause authorizing the Government to expel 
Socialists from the country. 

The coming of Bismarck, however, threat- 
ens to put a new complexion on the matter 
and to change the majority of fifty-hve 
against the bill toa vote in its favor. This. 
at least, is what the Radicalsfear. If the 
Chancellor should make a great speech on 
Socialism in the Reichstag tomorrow it would 
be certain to largely affect the fortunes of 
the opposition at tue polls, and there is con- 
siderable anxiety ogg, * the opposing fac- 
ons concerning this. Tomorrow will prob- 
ably decide the matter, and, even if the So- 
Cialist bill falls through, the ultimate result 
later may be hara for the opposition. 

The Government intends to deal with the 
legitimate grievances of the miners by prop- 
er remedial legislation, while at the same 
time dealing sternly with any attempt to 
enforce exaggerated demands for favors 
irom the mine-owners. 

Meinbers of the Reichstag and others ac- 
quainted with the Ministeriai movements are 
doubtful tonight Whether Prince Bismarck 
will speak in me Reichstag tomorrow.

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SHALL THEY REMAIN IN TBE PRESBY- 
TERIAN CONFESSION OF FAITH? 


Dr. Briggs Says They Should Be Bilotted 
Out and the General Love of God for 
All Mankind Insertéd in Their Stead— 
Cashier Lounsberry of the New York 
Post-Office, a Defaulter to the Extent 
of $27,000, Commits Suicide. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The great- 
est interest is being manifested in the dis- 


cussion in te New York Presbytery on the | 


proposed revision of the Westminster Con- 
fession. This was evident from the increased 
attendance today in the Scotch Churohin 
West Fourteenth street and the large num- 
ber of ladies present. The principal speeches 
were made by Dr. Briggs and the Rev. Mr. 


Worrall Smith, the latter being a young mia- 


ister of considerable eloquence. 

Dr. Briggs said his original intention was 
to say nothing on this question. Ia his 
opinion the whole debate had been irrelevant. 
They had already determined that they 
should have a révision, and the question 
now was what form should it take. No bet- 
ter men than the thirteen members of that 
committee could have been chosen. Why 
had they been censured! Simply because 
they had done tLe very thing they had been 
directed to do. There were parties in the 
committee, but they finally agreed on their 
report. Dr. Briggs caused considerable 
laughter when he sald: I pity the man who 
does not know how to compromise, or rather 
I pity his wife and children.” 

Dr. Briggs considered the tive points to be 
blotted out of the Confession of Faith: First, 
revrobation ; second, dgmaation of infanjs; 
third, damnation of the entire heachen 
world; tourth, Roman Catholics are idola- 
tors; fifth, the Pope is antichrist. 

“ These,”’ he said, are the only five points 
the committee has asked to be removed from 
the Confession of Faith. Is there anything 
to sigh for in reference to that? These aoc- 
trines may be dear tome hearta of the 
brethren, Their affections may cling to 
them. But the question is, Shall they re- 
main in the public Confession of Faith of the 
Presbyterian Church? This committee wants 
inserted the general love of God for all man- 
kind and the salvation of Jesus Christ pro- 
viding for all. This is the very pith and 
marrow of the Gospel.” 

DE. SAEARER’S REASONS AGAINST. 

Dr. G. L, Shearer began his speech by re- 
marking that it might be true that the 
**hand of God“ was in that movement, but 
he strongly objected to the other side 
claiming a monopoly in the hand of 
God. The progress of their own church 
since the union of twen years ago 
had shown the hand of the Lord and that 
progress had been in consequence of the 
preaching of those doctrines which those 
men wanted to take out. We were told that 
some men had ** burdened consciences” and 
the stumbling-blocks of honest believers had 
to be removed. That was worthy of sym- 
pathy. Why should they make a change 
for adding an individual to the 
church! But there were other “ burdened 
consciences.“ Twenty vears ago a compact 
was made that liberty should allowed in 
the interpretation of the Confession of Faith. 
This report wouid deny the ‘liberty to preach 
those doctrines, and ministers would render 
themselves liable for 66 doing. It was an 
awful thing to think of any of the heathen 
perishing forever, but it was an awful 
treason to Christ not to acvept His word. 

The Rev. Smith gave his hearers his per- 
sonal experience of the harm done by the 
retention of the points sought to be elimin- 
ated, especially of predestination. He told 
the story of a man who came to him, a Pres- 
byterian, who had the fixed idea that he had 
been passed over and would be lost, of his 
agonizing prayers, and of his nal 
deathbed, the man dying in the 
belief that he was to be among 
the damned. Then again Mr. Smith found 
himself in Ohio laboring, aad he recounted 
how one evening he found the opera-house 
crammed with people who paid to hear 
„Bob“ Ingersoll, tne infidel, who, he said, 
took that very doctrine which it was sought 
to eliminate and used it as a powerful argu- 
ment. 

The Rey. S. M. Hamilton made one of the 
most vigorous speeches of the session in 
favor of revision. He said that any doctrine 
that shocked the moral sensibilities of man- 
kind was doomed. To him the only danger 
was in an ever-charging creed. 

The Presbytery adjourned to meet again 
Monday. 


. EX-SENATOR DAGGETT ON THE STAND 


What He Has to Say About the Republican 
Printing in the Last Campaign. 

New York, Jan. 24.—In the proceedings 
before a referee relative to the printing bills 
of Talimage & Martin for work io the last 
Presidential campaign for tne Repubhean 
party the session today was much enlivened 
by the testimony of ex-Senator Al Daggett 
of Broollyn, At the request of Gen. Dudley 
and James P. Foster he attended a meeting 
of the campaign committee in 1888, and he 
was desired to prepare circuiars to be sent 
to different classes of voters. One 
was sent to those who voted for 
the grandfatuer of the President in 1840 and 
who could be relied upon to feel a sentimental 
interest in the campaign of the grandson, An- 
other circular was forthe first voters, and 
Gen. Dudley explained to him that it was neo- 
essary “to tickle the young fellows so that 
they might see they were getting attention,” 
Circulars to suit the opinions of the manu- 
facturers—to those who had voted for Cleve- 
land and might be expected’ te vote for 
Harrison, and to those who voted for 
Blaine and might not vote for 
Harrison. An aver of between 20,- 

and 25,000 circulars were sent out 
daily from the office on Broad street, not al- 
ways by mail, however, as thé postal service 
was then under the control of the other 
arty and they could not put full confidence 
nit. Charges had once been made while the 
Republicans were in power that trains had 
been lightened of Democratic postai-caras 
while crossing rivers, and the same kind of 
charges might have come in at the time in 
question.

A Decrease Over the Output of the Pre- 
vious Year—Prospects for 1890.

piled review of the white pine industry of 
the Northwest, with summary and figures in 
detail.

The shingle 
production at 1,581,576,550, an increase of 
196,326,900 over the preceding year, and the 
lath output at 687,260,671, which represents a 
decrease of 23,048,539 over 1888. 

The low water which prevailed during the 
season of 1889 left on Wwe Various streams a 
large number of logs. Itis estimated cnat 
these amount to 120,000,000 feet on the Upper 
Mississippi, 100,000,000 on the St Croix, 
and 300,000,000 on the Chippewa, 

The stock on hand for the same districts is 
2.323, 843,834 feet of lumber, 606,925,790 
shingies, and 201,719,150 lath, the first two 
items showing a heavy increase over 1888.

TRE GRAND JURY LEARNS LITTLE 
ABOUT GAMBLING YESTERDAY. 


af Nic Michels Has Hise Way Today the 
Result May Be More Satisfactory—The 
Citizens’ Association’s Attorney Will

He and the grand jurors seem inclined rather 
to ask questions that refiect on the good faith 
of Mr. Michelsgand the witnesses. 

“ The questions seem to indicate,” said one 
of the witnesses, that they look on the at- 
tempt to indict the gamblers as a sort of 
blackmailing scheme, a scheme to force them 
to return moneys lost, and nota legitimate 
attempt to close them up. More energy 
seems to be devoted to showing that than to 
showing whoare the proprietors of the games. 
At best they seem to look on it as & scheme 
for revenge, and they work a good deal on 

is.’

year. Rven last year some counties had as good 
crops as they ever had. The failure Was con- 
fined to small sections. Dakota does not need 
irrigation. There are men who are never 
satisfied unless they are advocating some 
great scheme. This idea of irrigation has been 
talked and talked until many people have really 
come to believe uu is necessary. They all agree 
it would be a nice thing for the Government to 
spend a great sum of money putting down urte- 
sian wells. They have hammered away at tnis 
proposition till Senator Moody has been forced 
to take it up. Im not sure but he has at last 
come to believe itis necessary himself. But it 
is doing a great deal more harm than it ever will 
The people who have thought of coming 
to Dakota are startled to hear that it is a coun-. 
try which requires irrigation. The talk of itg 
necessity is turning settiers away by the thou- 
sands. 
»The people of South Dakota generally are 
fairly prosperous. The firm grip of Armour and 
his associates is doing much more to keep them 
down than has any drought. The prices of cat- 
tle and hogs are clear down to the cost of pro- 
duction. ‘There is no margin ot profit left. I 
know there are many reports of the unfortunate 
condition of the farmers in the drought-stricken 
districts. The people who bring these reports 
probably honestly believe itis as bad as they 
picture it. There is no doubt that sections 
are in want. But they are but triflingly small 
of the great State. Anything of this kind 
S$ so unusual in this country that it strongly at- 
fects whoever sees it. If a single community is 
seen suffering for the necessaries of life one is 
horrified and sees a picture of a whole State 
starving. 

* Where this drought was the worst the people 
are not left so poor as they were in the grass- 
hopper years. In the nine years that the grass- 
hopper scourge was on us we raised only two 
crops. Yet we have recovered. And we will 
recover from this drought and find that we have 
been hurt worse by kind friends than we have by 
the original calamity. Dakota is not a pauper 
and is not starving to death. We are not yet an 
object for the Nation's charity.“ 


“There is no serious thought of annexation to 
the United States in Manitoba,” suid the Hon. 
F. Routledge of Virden, Manitoba, who, with the 
Hon. F. P. Bowerie, was at the Grand Pacific yes- 
terday. The man who talks of annexation has 
no idea of the local patriotism there is in Mani- 
toba. The people there are quite well satis- 
fied with their own Government. No one 


at all . familiar with the temper of 
the people on this matter wil long 
entertain any thoughts of annexation. 


Yes, I know that some of the papers in the 
United States have recently quoted Mr. Murpby, 
the British Consul at Winnipeg, as saying that 
the people of Manitoba were favorable to an- 
nexation. He certainly must have been mis- 
quoted. Mr. wg J has lived there long 
enough to know what the sentiments of the 
people really are. I have talked with bim about 
this same question, and I know what he thinks of 
it. There was undoubtedly some mistake in at- 
tributing to him the interviews that were pub- 
lished. Manitoba will continue under the Gov- 
ernment she has till there are some better 
reasons offered for changing than have yet ap- 
pea 

“The whole Northwest territory is developing 
rapidly. There isa great deal of immigration 
into Manitoba and ali on through British Colum- 
bia to the Pacificcoast. It used to be said that 
those far Western lands were unfit for settlement 
both on account of soil and climate. When the 
Canadian Pacific railway was built it was pre 
dicted that half its length must always run 
through a wilderness, that it would be buta 
bridge across a desert, and only train men would 
live along the line. The men who were building 
the ro believed better things of the coun- 
try than that. They believed they were 
opening up millions,of acres of fine farming 
country. To prove what couid be done the rail- 
way company established experimental farms at 
every station on the line west of Manitoba. 
These farms were planted with all kinds of 
1 2 that might naturally be expected to grow 
in t latitude. Without a single exception it 
was found that the crops flourished. It bas 
been definitely proved that this great Northwest 
territory will become a splendid agricultural re- 
gion. All that it needs is men to develop it. 
And they are coming dy thousands from En- 
land. Scotland. Germany. and Sweden. That 
is aclass of immigrants that will build up a 
strong, sturdy commonwealth. There has late- 
ly been a considerable immigration of Scotch 
crofters. They are assisted by charitable peo- 
ple. The change is a wonderful improvement 
for them, and they make first-class citizens.

CONGRESSMAN BELDEN’S BIG SUIT. 


Additional Details Regarding His Charges 
Against Well- Kaden Financiers. 

New York, Jan. 24.—|Special.}—Congress- 
man James J. Belden of the Syracuse Dis- 
trict, the plaintiff in the gigantic lawsuit in 
which he claims for an Ohio railway company 
$8,000,000 and charges conspiracy against 
some of the leading bankers and railroad 
magnates of New York and Ohio, has, 
through his attorney, served upon the sev- 
eral defendants a complaint that equals a 
Patent Office report in bulk. The de- 
fendants are ex-Judge Stevenson Burke of 
Ohio, who used to be Vice-President of the 
Columbus, Hocking Valiey & Toledo raii- 
road; Charles Hickox, Charles G. Hickox, 
Chauncey H. Andrews, ex-Congressman Will 
zam J. McKinnie, and William Hitcncock of 
Onio; Wallace 8 President of the 
New York Standard Gas company, and 
Johan W. Ellis of ths city, all of whom were 
directors of tne company; Edward Winslow, 
Charies Lanier, E. D. Adams, and D. B. Sal- 
ford, Wilo, with Ellis, formerly constitutea 
the banking-house of Winslow, Lanier & 
Co.. No. 17 Nassau street; Anthony J. Drexel, 
J. Pierpont Morgan, Egisto P. Fabbei, J. 
Hood Wright, and Charles H. Godfrey, con- 
stituting the bankmg house of Drexel, Mor- 

n & Co.; Christopher C. Waite and Samuel 

J. Davis, President and Vice-President of 
the Columbus, Hockmg Valley & Toledo 
road; the company itself as a corporation, 
and the Central Trust company of New 
York. 

The managing railroad men and the bank- 
ers are sued as individuals and the others 
are joined on certain legal points. The com- 
plaint relates that an issue of bonds was 
made by the company in 1881, when the late 
Millar M. Green was President and Judge 
Burke Vice-President and the other men 
named were directors. The total issue was 
$14,500,000, of which $6,500,000 was set aside 
to take up outstanding securities of the other 
roads consoiidated under the common name 
of Columbus, Hocking Valley & Toledo.” 
They were the Columbus & Toledo, the Co- 
lumbus & Hocking Valley, and the Ohio & 


West Virginia. 


It is alleged that by arrangement Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. Turnished the money and with 
Winsiow, Lanier & Co. and Judge Burke 
bought up ali the stock of the three roads ex- 
cept seven stares at more than its market 
value; thas Judge Burke and his friends sold 
10,000 acres of coal lands to the Hocking Val 
ley Coal and Railroad company for $150 an 
acre, double its value, and that they secured 
all by a mortgage on the entire properties of 
the consolidated road and the coal company 


for $14,500,000, the $8,000,000 surplus to be 


spent in improving the roadbed and equip- 
ments. 

Mr. Belden charges that the 8. 000.000 was 
instead “converted ty the said conspirators 
to their reimbursement for the expense of 
purchasing tne stock of three divisional 
compauies and otherwise to their own use, 
gain, and benefit.” He claims further that 
of the 8,000 $1,000 bonds 6,411 were devoted 
to discharging Judge Burke’s and his asso- 
ciates’ obligations to the banks, and that 
1.587 bonds, worth $1,587,000, were divided 
among tne defendants.

The Directors of the Evansville & Terre 
Bante Meet in New York Today and 
These of the Eastern Hlinois Next Mon- 
Gay to Ratify the Contract—A Trafic 
Agreement Between the Big Four and 
the Mackey System of K Said to 
Have Been Consummated. 


It is learned from good authority that ne- 
gotiations have been completed for the amal- 
gama ion of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
railroad company and the Evansville & Terre 
Haute and other roads in the Mackey sys- 
tem. The directors of the Evansville & Terre 
Haute meet ia New York today to ratify the 
contract, and those of the Chicago & Eastern 
Iinois will meet in that city Monday for the 
same purpose. [The amaigamation of the 
wo companies will estabiish a new through 
route under one management to the 
Ohic River at Evansville and one to 
St. Louis and the Southwest. The Mackey 
syndicate and the Big Four syndicate (ine 
latter controlled by the Vanderbilts) have 
been contesting for the possession of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois for several 
months past, Either of those systems need- 
ed the Chicago & Eastern Illinois as an in- 
dependent inlet to Chicago, At one time it 
looked as if the Big Four would secure con- 
trol, but Mackey threatened to build an inde- 
pendent line to Chicago if the consolidation 
between the Big Four and Eastern IIlinois 
Was consummuted. This would have brought 
On a severe fight between the two systems, 
and as both occupy about the same territory, 
and as the Vanderbilts (Bie Four) were anx- 
lous to prevent such conflict they entered 
into negotiations With tne Mackey people to 
secure a solution of the problem. The re- 
sult ot these negotiatinrs, it is under- 
+ + Was the perfection of a trafiic 
agreement between the Big Four and the 
Mackey roads. By this arrangement the 
Vanderbilts agreed to let Mackey secure con- 
trol of the Eastern Illinois and Mr. Mackey, 
ou the other hand, agreed to afford the Big 
Four an entrance into Chicago over 
the Eastern Illinois and to _  infer- 
change trafo at favorable terms 
ut all points of connectuon between 
the tw@systems. This gives both parties 
what they wanted, and insures the main- 


tenance of rates in the territory which they 


cover. President H. H. Porter of the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois is to retire from the man- 
agement of the road, and will be succeeded 
by President Mackey, but Mr. Porter, it is 
understood, is to be a director in tue new 
consolidated company. As he is already a 
director of the Bis Four, he will have a 
voice in the management of both systems.

RATES ON DRESSED BREF. 


SENATOR VEST’S COMMITTEE TACK- 
. LES TAE RAILROAD MANAGERS, 


President Sloan of the Lackawanna Claims 


That His Road Does Not Trausport 
Cars Owned by Private Parties—His 
Row with Nelson Morrk—Mr King of 
the Erie and Mr. Chappell of the Alton 
Also Give Their Testimony. 
Wasurneton, D. G., Jan. %—The Meat 
Products Investigating Committee, of which 
Senator Vest of Missouri is Coairman, re- 
sumed its sessions this morning, after an in- 
terim of several weeks.

The first witness, Samuel Sloan, President 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
railroad company, in ans wer to interrog- 
atoris from Senater Vest, said that the Lack- 
awanna road had refused to transport cars 
belonging to other people, and had bad some 
litigatiop growing out of this refusal with 
Nelsoa Morris of Chicago. 

Mr. Morris had subsequently withdrawn 
the suit. No offer of compromise was made 
him. Morris claimed that because of the pe- 
culiar constrac of his carshe should have 
certain advan over other shippers which 
the Lackawanna could not yield. The Lack- 
awanna used the cars of private concerns 
sometimes, paying three-quarters of a cent a 
mile each way for the use of the car. The 
rate was uniform to all persons, The witness 
was quesuoned with regard to many matters 
of detail, and as he replied that tnese did not 
come before him, but 
partment, Mr. W. 8. Sloane, the freight 
agent, was called to the stand. 

The Lackawanna, he said, was the 
pal cattle carrier from Cnicago to New York. 
The company’s supply of cars was not 
adequate The company had a special con- 
tract with the Lackawanna Live-Stock ex- 
press, an entirely distinct co tion from 
the railroad company, by which 280 cars 
were rented for five years from two years 
ago for N cent a mile each way. 

in response to Mr. Vest’s questioning wit- 
ness admitted that an understanding bad 
been reached between the trunk lines a year 
ago, by the terms of which the companies 
agreed not to pay mileage on private cars. 
Under no circumstances were outside cars to 
be used. This action was taken because the 
railrouds had a large supply of cars which 
were side-tracked while they were 
m'‘ieage on private cars. 

EXPLAINING THE AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Vest— Why was it necessary to form 
a combination for this purpose Could not 
the companies each act alone!“ 

W itness— There was an understand ing to 
act togewier because if one company used 
the Cars competition would compel the other 
companies to do thé same.“ 

Senator Vest—* If cattle are offered to the 
companies and they have no cars to carr 
them would you rufuse to take outside cars?’’ 

W itness—“ Yes, sir; under the agreement.“ 

To Senator Plumb Mr. Sloane stated that 
there was no delay in shipment because o 
the agreement. The various companies 
sufficient facilities for traffic. : 

Senator Plumo—“ Do you give to any ship- 
pers, directly or indirectly, any. advantage 
over any other shipper, either ia the matter 
of rates or facilities?’ 

Witness—‘**No, sir. It 18 the same for car- 
loads in all cases, and there is also a uniform 
rate for less than car-loads,” 

He did not believe shippers as a rule pre- 
ferred the palace cattle cars to;the or- 
dinary railroad cattie cars, where they did 
not own Lhe cars and want mileage, 

Johu King, President of the Erie ra 
testified that under the agreement roads 


would take the cars if shippers desired, but 
charge tne regular tratiic rates, allow 0 
mileage. He did not quite agree witn Mr. 
Sloane as to the reasons for making tne 
3 not to pay mil on cars. The 
rie considered that the mile tue se peo- 
got was large and profita to them. 
hree-quarters of a cent a mile for the load - 
ed and the empty car was a high rate. It 
was a greut tax on the railroads, not only be- 
cause mey had their own cars, but because 
the car-owners made a large profit. At three- 
quarters of a cent each way a car in regular 
service would pay for itself in two or three 
years. 

Senator Vest—“Why did the companies 
ever engage in the business, then!“ 

Witness—“ There were several reasons. 
In the beginning tne dressed-beef people, 
who had their own cars, paid high rates. 
When the dressed-beef business started the 
rate irom Chicago to New York was 81 a 
hundred; now it 1s 45 cents. This car-mil 
was, therefore, in tne nature of a drawbac 
We thought there should be an open rate. 
I know it influenced me, and I think others. 

In answer to inquiries as to whether there 
had not formerly been discrimination in 
favor of dressed-beef shippers witness said 
that practically nere were but three dressed- 
beef shippers. “* 7 have,“ said he, a 
close combination. don’t think there is 
any doubt about that. They go together in a 
solid column. When anything is to be done 
they fight together.” 

A POINTED QUESTION. 

Senator Farweii—* The same as the Trunk 
Line Association!“ ;

W nat we do is to establish arate and agree 
to maintain it.” 

Mr. King said that rates generally are 
steadier now than for several years, *but on 
a iow basis. The business -was fairly re- 
munerative, and all the roads ‘were now 
making money. As to the’ Erie road, chere 
was a tradition tnat at one time, many years 
ago, he did not know just when, a dividend 
bad been paid on the commen stock, 

Mr. C. Chappell, General Manager of 
the Chicago & Alton, testified that his road 
paid a uniform mileage of three-quarters of a 
centa mile to owners of palace cattle-cars 
and of one cent a mile to owners of dressed- 
beef cars.

The question of commercial reciprocity 
with the Dominion of Canada was discussed 
betore the Ways and Means Committee W- 
day by S. J. Ritchie of Ohio and Congress- 
man Butterworth.

The opposition party in the 
Canadian Pariiameut, including about one- 
third of its membership, has adopted the 
Butterworth Reciprocity bill as its platform. 
To a question by Mr. Carlisle be replied em- 

atically that Cavada would give the 

nited States free coal if the latter would 
give ber tree iron. Ar. Butterworth ad vo- 
cated the adoption of his bili for the estab- 
lishment of unrestricted reciprocal commer- 
cial relations with Canada. After expiain- 
ing the vrovisions of bill he said he was 
a Repuolican and . protectionist, but 
unrestricted recipro 


trade between Cun- 
ada and the United States was not incon- 
sistent with either the letter or the spirit of 
the protective system. He said tne idea ob- 
tained with some protecuonists that as soon 
as we reached a national bouadary line we 
hed found the place to locate a tariff wall 
and that wholly without regard to the con- 
ditions existing beyond tnat line. The phbilos- 
opby of protection can tolerate no such absurd 
ea. The protective policy deals with con- 
ditions and not with boundary lines. The 
proposition that the protective policy has for 
ite mission the destruction of ail foreign 
competition is utterly defenseless. It aims 
at unjust and unfair competition resulting in 
the main from inequality of opportunity pro- 
duced by inadequate wages paid to labor on 
the other side of the ocean. Mr. Butter- 
‘worth called attention to what he called the 
somewhat starting exhibition ted 
by the United States in her rts 
at great trouble and expense to increase her 
trade with a people 3.000 miles away while 
at the same time she not only refused to 
encourage but actually placed hampering re- 
strictions op a better and more advanta- 
geous trade with a nauon of our own kinsmen 
at our doors. And asillustrating the rein- 
tive importance of trade with South Amer- 
ica in contrast with that with the Dominion

OCEAN CURRENTS AND WEATHER. 


By Prof. E. Colbert. 

It was remarked in THe TrRisunNsE of Jan. 9 
thatachange in the position of the stream of 
Warm water fowing out of the Gulf of Mexico 
could not cause the unusually mild weather that 
has prevailed this winter in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and probably not that on our Atlantic coast. 
The reason assigned was that the air currents 
which carry heat from that stream all move to 
the east or northeast. Gen. Greely is now re- 
ported as saying that the remarkable weather is 
dus not to the stream in question but to the fact 
that the storm centers of some time past have 
traveled over a path some 200 miles tur tner to 
the north than those of previous years. But he 
cannot ascribe a cause for such a change in the 
storm courses. 

it may be suggested that there is another gulf 
stream that is possibly responsible for both the 
onanges noted. The one which crosses the Pacitic 
Ocean from near Japan to the Pacific coast of 
the United States carries to that region a 
warmth which makes the isothermal lines bend 
far to the north, as in the case of its Atlantic 
counterpart which washes the shores of Nortb- 
western Europe. It is now well understood by 
the students of. physical geography that both of 
these ere return flowsof equatorial currents 
which are thrawn back by the land masses 
bounding the two oceans on the west. Further- 
more, it is now regarded as established that these 
Gquatorial currents are due to the action 
of the. trade winds, aided perhaps by 
the atirachions of the luminaries in produ- 
cing the tidal flow. The result of these forces is 
a steady stream of perhaps more than 500 miles 
in width and heapedupin the middle not less 
than two or three feet above the level that would 
be due simply to gravity towards the eartb's 
centerand the Movement of our globe on its 
axis. The average position of the medial, line of 
cack Of these currents is approximately coin- 
cident with the en but they sway back and 
forth with the shifting of the trade wind system 
as the latter follows the sun in his annual change 
of declination which corresponds to latitude on 
the earth’s surface. To this S alter: 
of position is due many of the atmospben 
changes which mark the course of the seasons in 
the temperate zones in both hemispheres. 

It stands to reason that a shifting of the equa- 
torial current must be accompanied by a change 
in the place of the lihe of its impact against the 
continental mass, and a corresponding deviation 

the normal path back through the ocean is 
@ necessary consequence. The winds that blow 
across the refiex stream will also have their 
course altered, because that is determined by the 
variations in their temperature and quantity of 
moisture beid in suspension which are occasioned 
by the character of the surface over which they 

in obedience to the original impulse that is 

us to the earth's rotation on its axis. 

The inference from this short statement of 
facts is briefly as follows: The winds that cross 
the Pacific Ocean in the north temperate zone 
have taken moisture from the warm current 
(evaporation being most rapid at higd tempera- 
tures) and deposited it in aa unusual flood on tne 
other side of the Sierra Nevadas, giving to Cali- 
fornia a great deal more rain in the last few 
wee was wanted or welcome. Those

LANSING 


THE PAN-HANDLE ROAD ORDERED TO 
RE-ESTABLISH A STATION, 


After a Stubborn Fight for Its Rights the 
Village of Lansing Compels the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis & Pittsburg Road to 
Restore a Passenger Depot That Had 
Been Summarily KRemoved—The Belt 
Line Dispate with the Chicago, Madi- 
son & Northern Raliroad. 


The richt of a railroad company to pull up 

stakes and leave a town on its line without a 
‘station, when such privileges have been long 

enjoyed, was denied yesterday by the State 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse OCommis- 
sioners as a principle in general and as to the 
Town of Lansing in parucular. The Chicago, 
St. Louis & Pittsburg railroad company 
(Pan-Handie), which moved its depot out of 
Laasing one Sunday last fall and then told 
the 300 people living there to go to South 
Chicago Juncuon, over a mile distant, if 
they wanted to find a station, is ordered by 
the board te restore the station building and 
hereafter keep an agent at the Town of Lan- 
sing. The road is also ordered to furnish 
„reasonable train facilities at that point, 
both as regards passengers and freight,“ and 
if ail this 18 not done the Attorney-General 
is requested to begin an action in Mandamus 
to compel compliance. 

In deciding the case at their meeting yes- 
terday at the Grand Pacific the Commission- 
ers laid down several principles which will 
have an important bearing as precedents. 
The claim ot the railroad company that a sta- 
tion a mile distant will accommodate people 
living near the old site as well as they had 
been used to is brushed aside as absurd. 
The piea that it will not pay to maintain a 
station at Lansing with another at a cross- 
ing a mile away the Commissioners decide is 
not valid and does not alter the rights of the 
peovie of Lansing. It is further beld that in 
the quarter of a century the peopie of Lans- 
ing have enjoyed station privileges at their 
town that the business and perty inter- 
esis have conformed themselYes largely to 
the location of the station. Values had ad- 
justed themselves on that dosis, and the 
rights of the people to have that basis 
is not to be denied. The fact 
that the crossing of another road near 
the old station made it necessary to keep an 
agent at the junction is viewed by the Com- 
missioners as outside the real point at issue. 
The claim of the railroad that other villages 


Lansing had done is upset by the ruling 
that it does not follow because one commu- 
nity of people have not enforcea their legal 
rights that another will therefore be com- 
peiled to relinquish theirs.” 

LANSING KNEW ITS RIGHTS. . 

Lansing, the town that thus recovers its 
birthright, so to speak, is located on the Pan- 
Handle road in the Township of Thoraton, 
near the Indiana State line, twenty-seven 
miles from Chicago. The viliage was found- 
ed when we railroad was built ig 1864-65. 
The mght of way was given on the agreement 
that a station be located at that point, and 
the people in that vicinity built the . depot, 
The station was removed last fall, and the 
residents of Lansing appealed to the Com- 
missioners to have it replaced. 

Hearing evidence in the case of the Chi- 
cago, Madison & Northern rairoad (Illinois 
Central branch) to compel the Belt line to 
allow a crossing of its line in Cicero a mile 
south of the Buriineton tracks occupied the 
timeof the Com missioners the rest of the day. 
The Chicago, Madison & Northern people had 
the fleid and presented much testimouy in 
favor of the line as now constructed up to 
the Beltline tracks, The main int was 
that by interiocking switches traffic on the 
Belt line would not be impeded by the pro- 
posed crossing. The Belt railway to the 
northward crosses the Burlington by a via- 
duct, and the grade is heavy for 1,900 feet. 
That the movement of trains on the Belt 
lige would be interfered with if they were 
compelled %o stop at the new crossing was 
tacitly admitted, but it was urged by the en- 
gineers of the new road that if interlocking 
switches were put in trains would 
not be compeliead to stop at all. 
|} When the Commissioners went out 
some time ago on invitation of the Beit lune 
people to ve shown that the vroposed cross- 
ing would be a bad thing, an engine with 
fifty loaded cars started south, the idea be- 
ing that it would get stuck. The engineer in 
charge of the train was too good a man, how- 
ever, and never stopped as he climbed the 
grade tothe Burlington viaduct. Then the 
object lesson ceased. 

Ine point where the Belt line wishes the 
mew line to oross 16 atthe canal or at the 
Burlington tracks, requiring a route three- 
quarters of a mile longer to get into the city. 
Ine expense of the right of way which must 
be secured and the additional construction 
8 dy these changes ot plan was placed 
at $153,000 for the south line. A new ordi- 
nance from the Townof Cicero gtymg a 
right of way through the township would 
also be necessary, as the present line was de- 


built. 

L. H. Peirce, the réal-estate man, and 
Henry W. Bishop, property-owner, testified 
to an increase in the value of real estate 
ar re My new line of _ 35 to 50 per cent. 

L. T. Moore, Chief Engineer of the Lilinois 
Central, stated that a contract had been 
drawn up by the Belt line for a crossing 
on the line as built, the new road to pay 
for the interlocking device and Fountain 
crossings. The crossings had been ordered, 
but were not pat in owing to the change of 
front of.the Belt line people. This change 
of tactics, it was charged, was the addition 
to the contract of a stipulation that all tne 
transfer business of the new road should 
be given the Belt line, to which the [Illinois 
Central would not accede. The hearing of 
the case will be continued today, 


PROHIBITING THE LORD'S SUPPER. 


South Dakota Prohibitionists Going a 
Long Way in Irohelad Legislation. 
Minneapolis Tribune The Prohibitionists 
of Soutn Dakote suddenly find themselves 
confronted with partial opposition from an 
unexpected quarter. The Prohibitaon bill 
now pending in the Legislature is said to be 
the most sweeping and ironclad measure of 
its kind that has ever been submitted to the 
lawmaking power of any State, and the State 
Prohitition League is making strenuous 
efforts to secure its passage. The Legisia- 
ture is besieged by a strong lobby with a lib- 
eral sprinkiing of women champions of the 
cause, and the outlook for the bill was, on 
the whole, decidedly tavorable, when Bishop 
Hare, on behalf of his church, entered a 
vigorous protest against the measure ia its 
present form. His objectaon is based on «ne 
* that the Episcopal Church declares 
t unlawful to use the unfermented juice 
of the grape in the celebration of 
: the sacrament of the Lord's Supper.” 
Thr pending bill prohibits tke sale, 
shipment, or giving away of intoxicating 
2 for any but medicinal, mechanical, or 
scientific purposes. inasmuch as celebrat- 
ing the Lord's Supper cannot properiy be 
classed under any of these heads, its passage 
would make it uniawfui for the Episcopal 
Church to administer one of the sacraments 
according to the tenets of the denomination. 
The obnoxious features will of course be 
removed without delay. Our Prohibition 
friends cannot afford to put the churches in 
the same ciass with the saloons. But the 
somewhat amusing incident is an apt iliustra- 
tiom of the superficiality and thoughtless 
zeal which only too often characterized even 
the most well ‘intentioned efforts to reform 
humanity by means of legislation. 
Prohibition is em bodied in the organic law 
of South Daxota, and aa honest effort should 
be made to enforce it. But the earnest 
champions of the cause would do well to 
remember that ironciad statutes are not al- 
ways the most efficacious laws.

Were the fantasy 
ot a state in which every one should have 
enough and to spare, in which the conditions 
of life should cease to be arduous and stern, 
from which care and solicitude for the future 
should be hed, and the necessaries, com- 
forts, and wholesome iukuries of life should 
come easily to all—were this wild, weak 
dream shown to de capable of realization 
well might the philanthropist exclaim, Alas 
for mankind! re have been races that 
have hved witnout care, without strug- 
gie, without pains; but these have never be- 
come noble races, Except for care and 
struggle and pains men would ‘never have 
risen above the intellectual and physical 
stature of Polynésian savages. There are 
cares that cark and cares that kill; there are 
struggiés that are unavailiag ; thereare pains 
that depress, and biight, and dwarf. Well 
may we look forward to a better state, in 
which much of the hurshness of me human 
condition shail, by man’s owa efforts, have 
been removed. Butit was no ‘Bellamy who 
said that in the sweat of their brows should 
men eat bread; that with agony should they 
be born into world; and that in labor al- 
ways, in disappointment and defeat often, 
with anxious thought, and with foreboding 
that ceases only at the grave,@should they 
live their lives through, dying weary of the 
struggle, yet rejoicing in the hope of a Better 
fortune and more generous terms for those 
who are to come after. 

Quite as little can we approve of the funda- 
mental law of Mr. Beilamy’s military repub- 
he, that there should be no distinction of ma- 
terial condition among its members. Mr. 
Bellamy tries to place this prescription on 
high ethical unds, but all his fine phrases 
do not disguise the fuct that the proposed 
distribution involves the grossest violation 
of common honesty, as every plain man un- 
derstands it. To say that one who produces 
twice as much as another shall yet have no 
more is palpable robbery. It is to uke that 
man for half bis time a slave, working for 
others without reward. Itis one of the dan- 
gers of transcendental reasoning about 
rights and morais that the finest of senti- 
ments are often found in close proximity to 
the baidest of rascality. 

But the flagrant dishonesty of the proposi- 
tion to destroy all distinction in the material 
condition of members of the community is, I 
make bold to say, the least objection to it. 
Such a leveling downwards would bring a 
speedy end of all intellectual and sociai prog- 
ress, to be followed at no late day by retro- 
gression and relapse. It is only by the dis- 
tinction of some that the general character 
of the mass is to be raised. There are plenty 
of tribes and races among which Mr. Bella- 
my's creative principle of absolute equality 
of condition is and has immemorially been in 
full operation. Unfortunately for his case, 
they wre all miserable imbruted savages. 
Even the fact that among some of them the 
additional principie of toe selection of chiefs 
by the elders ot the tribe is of unknown an- 
tiquity has not served to lift hem in the scale 
of humanity, They are still poor, squalid 
wretches in spite of the adoption of both 
these prescriptions for turning the earth into 
a paradise without any intervening change 
of human nature.

SUIT AGAINST HENRY CURTI». 


A Jury Decides That the Firm’s Opera- 


tions on the Board of Trade for the 
Former Lumberman Were Not Gam- 
biing Transactions—Action Against the 
Defunct Firm of Brunswick & Co.—Ex- 
ecators of the Estate of the Late Jobs 
Crerar to Pay Bequests. 

A. M. Wright & Co, were awarded a verdict of 
$5,005 in the firm’s suit against Henry Curtis in 
Judge Altgeld's court. The suit was for com- 
missionsand money expended by Wright & Co. 
on account of Curtis’ deals on the Board of 
Trade prior to March, 1888. Curtis, who is 3 
wealthy retired lumber dealer, refused to pay 
Wright's bill and was sued. The defense was 
that the trading was not in actual grain and pro- 
visions but in options and that it was a gambling 
transaction, The jury decided otherwise. 

A creditor's bill has been filed oy Heinrich and 
Augustus Strom of Burtschid, Germany, against 
Brunswick & Co., the billtard-table firm which 
failed two years agé. The German merchants 
hold a judgment for $1,489 and seek a discovery 
ot assets which have been conveyed to Emanuel 
Moyses. Julia Greiner, Flora Brunswick, Carrie 
Moyses, Charies Brunswick, and Benjamin 
Brunswick own the $100,000 capitai stock. They 
are alleged not to have paid up. It is also as- 
serted t the capital stock was reduced to 
. 000 to reduce the liability of the. stockholders. 
If the assets in the possession of Moyses are not 
sufficient to satisfy the judgment the stockhold- 
ers are asked to be made to pay up the uusub- 
scribed amounts of stock. 

A lengthy inventory of the, estate of the late 
John Crerar was filed by Normans Williams and 
Col. H. W. Jackeon in the Probate Court. The 
value of each kind of property was not given. 
The court approved the inventory, giving the ex- 
ecutors autbority to distribute the bequesis to 
relatives and friends. These gifts amount to 
$668,000. The bequests to charitabie institutions 
and for the library are not included in the order 
for payment,

said, “thatitis betterto reduce valuation than 
rating. For instance, of two boats built at the 
same time, one bas been kept in thorough re- 
pair and one simply patched up. If one is given 
a higher rating than the other there is a bard 
kick, and it may be diMcultto show to every- 
body's satisfaction that the difference between, the 
two boats justifies the different ratings. But sup- 
posing the ratings are iet the same, 
but the valuation of the poorer boat 
is dropped to where it belongs—what 
the boat is really worth—the difference 
can be seen at once by any well informed vessel- 
man. Between the two thing 1 believe it is bet- 
ter to cut down the value. Then, also, less peo- 
ple will pay high prices for patched up boats, 
simply on their insurance valuation, I also be- 
lieve the underwriters would be better protected 
from dishonest losses. 

It the insurance companies would grant suff 
cient money for the service it would be a splen- 
did idea to have an inspector for Inland Lloyd's 
thoroughly examine every wrecked boat before 
repairs are begun to determine just what repairs 
are required. Then when she come out of 
dry-dock to again examine her to see that the 
repairs bave been made. I know of cases where 
the underwriters have paid for repairs never 
made and also of owners who have been beaten 
by dishonest Captains. This plan would protect 
both owner and insurance company. 

“Tt also strikes me as just that where a boat 
bas been insured at a certain rating and is 
wrecked the msurance companies should repair 
her to tne same rating.“
